Secretary 
of Defense Wilson will use a heli­ 
copter. 
Then, for three days, the care­ 


fully picked core of essential peo­ 
ple from 31 federal departments 
and agencies will operate 
from 
secret relocation sites spread out 
as far as 300 miles northwest, west 
and southwest of Washington. 
They will handle some of the 
normal routine of 
government.

AS PERMANENT AS DEATH 
IN A DISCUSSION at a recent meeting 
of the N a t i o n a l Industrial Conference 
Board, former President Herbert Hoover 
gave a demonstration of why “temporary” 
taxes almost invariably become perma­ 
nent taxes. 
Hoover was discussing the work of his 
Commission on Organization of the Execu­ 
tive Branch, with emphasis on its assign­ 
ment affecting government competition 
with private enterprise. 
The former President said that “after 
some 18 months of hard work we got around 
to that remark in the law about elimina­ 
tion of .those functions which are competi­ 
tive with private enterprise.” 
Observing that there appeared to be be­ 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 of these questionable 
governmental functions, he went on to say: 
“When we came to look into the history 
of these government business enterprises, 
we found most of them were created in 
wars and emergencies for s o m e special 
needed task. But when the task was com­ 
pleted, each had aboard it an empire-seek­ 
ing bureaucracy and a l a r g e pressure 
group which benefitted from it. With these 
high inspirations, they developed an ex­ 
traordinary longevity. One of them lasted 
36 years and lost money nearly every year.’ 
But of course the taxes that are imposed 
“temporarily” to finance such special pro­ 
gram s acquire longevity exactly in propor­ 
tion to the period in which emergencies are 
presumed to exist. 
And how that might go on forever is sug­ 
gested by the horrible case history of for­ 
eign aid, which was undertaken in a well­ 
intentioned effort to rehabilitate this coun­ 
try ’s allies after World War II. 
Since 1945, foreign aid has cost the Unit­ 
ed States more than $47 billion, or nearly 
$300 for every man, woman and child in 
the country. And apparently the end is just 
as far away as it was when the original 
Marshall Plan was proposed. 


THE FLAG 
TUESDAY will be National Flag Day, 
dedicated to esteem for the nation’s banner 
and memories of that for which it has stood 
and stands. For Americans it is a symbolic 
occasion to eclipse all others. 
It was on June 14, 1777, that the Conti­ 
nental Congress decreed the form of the 
new flags, identical with that of today ex­ 
cept that it had only 13 stars.

He will rally willingly to the 
Standard wherever and whenever it is 
menaced. Proof of this devotion is found on 
every page of American history. 
No other banner will ever fly above the 
Stars and Stripes in the United States. The 
United States of America is first in hearts 
of the American people, and the Flag sym­ 
bolizes the freedom they cherish.

These Days 


The Henry Morgenthau, Jr., diaries will 
undoubtedly prove to be a gold mine of in­ 
formation for the historian of the future, 
for the Secretary of the Treasury recorded 
everything, every conference, every tele­ 
phone conversation. How it was done, I do 
not know. Morgenthau testified before the 
Eastland Committee as follows: 
“Mr. Sourwine. The diary is, then, an 
actual verbatim transcript, in large part, 
of what took place in your office while you 
were Secretary of the Treasury? 
“Mr. Morgenthau. Almost entirely. 
“Mr. Sourwine. Almost everything that 
took place was transcribed? 
“Mr. Morgenthau. I don't believe that — 
I would say everything, to the best of my 
knowledge. 
“Mr. Sourwine. And then important doc­ 
uments, letters, and memoranda t h a t 
came along were also placed in the dairy; 
is that right? 
“Mr. Morgenthau. Everything, unless it 
was of a strictly personal nature between 
the President and myself.” 
The material has remained unedited. 
For ll months, investigators of the East­ 
land Committee have been reading the 
hundreds of volumes of the Morgenthau di­ 
aries and have brought together certain 
material concerning Harry Dexter White, 
which does stir the historic mind to a note 
on the queer operations of the New Deal. 
Morgenthau did not know White when he 
came into the Treasury in the summer of 
1934. There is no testimony explaining 
White’s employment which may have been 
routine. However, on April 23, 1935, there 
is a telephone conversation between Mor­ 
genthau and Under Secretary William Phil­ 
lips of the State Department which gives 
the impression that White, who was at The 
Hague on a Treasury mission, was getting 
into the hair of the diplomats and t h e y 
needed a rectification of his status. 
By April 23, 1938, Harry Dexter White 
had become a big shot in the Treasury and 
was included in the “9:30 group,” which 
represented the top personnel of the Treas­ 
ury who met with Morgenthau e v e r y 
morning to discuss the day’s work. Mor- 
genthau’s announcement on that occasion 
was: 
“I thought you people would be interest­ 
ed to know that I’ve invited Harry White 
to become a regular member of the 9:30 
staff.” 
Nobody objected. 
White is immediately found to be engag­ 
ed in extremely important work, particu­ 
larly influencing the most important “Ex­ 
ecutive Committee on Commercial Policy,” 
Mr. Hawkins, Mr. Deimel, Mr. Saugstad, 
“State: Mr. Grady, Chairman, Mr. Feis, 
Mrs. Hawkins, Mrs. Deimel, Mr. Saugstad, 
Mr. Alger Hiss, Mr. Carr. Treasury: Mr. 
Glasser. Agriculture: Mr. Wheeler. Com­ 
merce: Mr. Rawls, Mr. Domeratzky, Mr. 
Wood. Labor: Mr. Lubin. Tariff Commis­ 
sion: Mr. Stevens, Mr. Ryder, Mr. Smith. 
Maritime Commission: Mr. Truitt. Army 
and Navy Munitions Board: Major Sadler, 
Lieutenant Lowrie.” 
On December 8, 1941, according to Book 
470 of the diaries, the day the United States 
went to war with Japan, Henry Morgen­ 
thau, Jr., announced that he was going to 
give Harry Dexter White the status of an 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury with­ 
out official status, in charge of all the for­ 
eign relations of the Treasury. 
None of the top personnel of the Treas­ 
ury objected, with the exception of H. 
Merle Cochran, who had been borrowed 
from the State Department and who quit 
the Treasury on account of White’s ap­ 
pointment. Cochran is now Deputy Manag­ 
ing Director of the International Monetary 
Fund. This is what Morgenthau explained 
to his associates:

Your Baby's First Feat 
Is Learning To Smile!

WHEN will my baby walk? 
When will he talk? When will he 
do this? When will he do that? 
These questions, naturally, be­ 
set any new parent, but no doctor 
is able to predict the answers. 
Every baby is an individual, so 
there isn’t much use comparing 
him to other children. 
There are general age brackets, 
however, which indicate at what 
time a baby might be expected 
to do certain things. But what 
is probably more important than 
when he will do them is the se­ 
quence in which he will perform 
various acts. 
First Sign 
Generally, the first sign that 
a baby has gained some control 
over his muscles Is when he lifts 
his chin while lying on his stom­ 
ach. Sometimes this is accom­ 
plished within a few days after 
his birth. Next comes his first real 
smile, usually sometime between 
the age of three weeks and two 
months. He will probably smile 
upon hearing someone’s voice. 
Between one and a half to two 
months he will begin gurgling 
and cooing and making other 
sounds. Along about the same 
time he will begin turning his 
head at the sound of voices. When 
he is about two months he will be 
strong enough to lift his chest 
when lying on his stomach. His 
curiosity is becoming strong now.

WASHINGTON Ufi — Guaranteed 
wages and unem ploym ent insur­ 
ance are not the sam e. They are 
being pulled closer together by the 
auto workers’ 
efforts 
to 
wring 
some kind of wage guarantee from 
the auto industry. 
This is the m ain difference: 
1. Unem ployment i n s u r a n c e 
(hereafter called U I) 
is money 
which a state gives a worker—for 
a 
limited tim e 
and 
in limited 
amounts—when he loses his reg­ 
ular job. 
2. The kind of guaranteed wage 
now in the news is money given 
by an em ployer—for a limited time 
and in Limited am ounts—when a 
worker is laid off. 
This is what 
the CIO United 
Auto W orkers had in mind when 
it got its first guaranteed wage 
contracts from Ford and General 
Motors: 
That the guaranteed wage, when 
added to the UI which a I a id-off 
worker would collect, would give 
him a figure closer to his regular 
pay than he would get from the 
UI alone. 
Now’ it’s up to the states to de­ 
cide w hether they'll give UI to a 
man collecting money from his 
employer. Some states don’t per­ 
mit that now. 
Unem ploym ent Insurance 
All states, plus the District of 
Columbia, Alaska and Hawaii pay 
UI, collected through a tax of 3 
per cent or less on em ployers’ pay­ 
rolls. Amounts vary from state to 
state and so does the length of 
tim e each state gives these ben­ 
efits. 
The UI 
paym ents have 
been 
averaging 
around 
$25 
a 
week. 
Some states pay for no more than 
16 weeks, som e for as many as 26. 
Before he can collect UI pay­ 
m ents, a w orker generally must 
m eet requirem ents like these: al­ 
m ost all states require him to w ait 
a week, w ithout pay, before he 
starts collecting; he m ust be will­ 
ing to take another job if ifs suit- 
able; he m ay be penalized, or get 
no money a t all, if he’s been fired 
for m isconduct. 
The G uaranteed Wage 
It is of two kinds: 
1. For years som e co m p an ies- 
like Nunn-Bush, H orm el, Procter 
and Gam ble—have had guaranteed 
wage plans 
assuring 
their 
em ­ 
ployes steady work or income. This 
is not linked to unem ploym ent in­ 
surance. 
2. The Ford agreem ent, first for 
the auto industry, is tied directly 
in with UI paym ents. This is how 
it works: 
A man is laid off for lack of 
work. He can get up to $25 a week 
—many will get less—for as much 
as 26 weeks. How' much he gets, 
up to $25, and how long he gets 
it depends on how long he worked 
for Ford and how' much he earned 
weekly. 
This company paym ent, when 
added to the UI paym ent he gets 
from the state, can, but won’t nec­ 
essarily add up to 65 per cent of 
his base take-hom e pay. That is, 
the pay he has left after federal 


How Goes South Viet Nam? 
Current Vietnamese Setup 
Is International Problem 


EDITOR’S NOTE — The United 
States is gambling on the future 
of .South Viet Nam . It is taking a 
hand, directly or indirectly, in the 
way that strategic area is gov­ 
erned. What lies ahead? W hat are 
the chances of keeping com m u­ 
nism ?

Perhaps more 
serious is that the French and

next 12 months that they are risk­ 
ing the very independence they 
are trying to save. 
M oreover, their squabbling en­ 
dangers their relations in Europe. 


France cam e first to this coun­ 
try with the light touch of selfless 
m issionaries. A few of them land­ 
ed on the south coast of Viet Nam 
called Cochin China. That was just 
after the American Revolutionary 
War. 
By 1885 the French had gained 
control of all Viet Nam, North and 
South, the final act being a brief 
skirm ish with the Chinese to m ake 
them give up ancient claim s. 
Thus began the years of French 
influence in Indochina which have 
so colored their present outlook. 
Indochina was one of the richest 
prizes any nation got in the big 
em pire rush. It poured its wealth 
into France and the French put 
skill, 
enterprise 
and 
civilization 
into Indochina. The current lan­ 
guage of the intellectual classes 
here is French. The French built 
railroads, bridges, highways, and 
opened a vast network of canals 
which from the air look like white 
ribbons lying straight and clean 
through the jungle. 
Frenchm en cam e here to live. 
They closed the m arket to other 
nations and sold their own goods 
here at high prices. It was real 
empiring. 
There was resistance but the 
French for long years could put 
it down. In vain tile Vietnam ese 
pleaded for freedom “ within the 
Fiench Union.’’

The Philippines, 
by an earlier agreem ent, received 
independence from America. 
Still the French held on. There 


were 
reasons, 
and 
large 
ones. 
France was fighting to keep 
a 
place am ong the big powers after 
her defeat by Germ any. She need­ 
ed the wealth of Indochina, w anted 
to preserve a foothold in Asia. 
’Hie com m ercial angle still is im ­ 
portant to France, but the world- 
power factor seems to influence 
her leaders most today. In Europe, 
the United States has paid out bil­ 
lions to help her in this struggle. 
But here, in recent months, the 
policy has changed radically and 
some of the local executors of 
American policy give little heed 
to such m atters. 
One of the more bitter chap­ 
ters was w ritten at Geneva last 
year when the French, beaten in 
the field despite American aid, in 
effect signed away their rights in 
North Indochina. They prom ised 
the South also the right to vote 
its freedom. But it was not in the 
hearts of the French to let it go, 
and therein lies much of the source 
of the current troubles.
